Artificial Lightning Flashes) 


BY SELBY MAXWELL. — 
Artificial lightning is considered Dr. 
| Charles P, Steinmetz's greatest inven. 
tion. He was the first man to succeed 
in producing bolts of real lightning at 
will. 

The problems of lightning are of 
great electrical importance. Or, put- 
ting it another way, high potentials 
make the commercial exploitation of 
electricity possible. Until it was possi. 
ble to step up the potential of a cur- 
rent above its voltage as it came from 
the dynamo, the use of electricity was 
confined to local lines. Every user had 
to have his own power plant, for it 
was to send current far 
over wires. 

Electricity’s Two Factors. 

Electricity has two factors that must 
be dealt with in power transmission, 
the voltage and the amperage. The 
voltage is the pressure with which the 
current is driven through the wires, 
and the amperage is the amount of 
energy contained in the current. Volts 
and amperes are bound together. When 
there are few volts there are many 
amperes, and when there are many 
volts the amperage is slight. 

Amperes mean friction in a power 
transmission line. And friction means 
that the current is lost before it can be 
delivered to the customer’s meter. It 
leaks away as heat.. Therefore there 
must be few amperes and niany volts. 

But a high pressure in the trans- 
mission lines has its own problems. 
If there is pressure enough in a line 
to drive a current through several 
hundred miles of wire, there is also 
pressure enough to make it jump off 
bodily at the first weak place in the in. 
sulating. 

Makes Ourrent Stay on Wires. 

Right here is where the inventions 
of Dr. Steinmetz come in. He in- 
vented methods for making the cur- 
rent stay on the wires. But in order 
to do it he had to first find out how 
it jumped off. 3 

He took the biggest electrical spark 
in the world for his guide. It was a 
bolt of lightning. Streaks of lightning 
with 60,000,000 volts and 600,000,000 
horse power are common.
